Armco, which paid $375,000 in 
penalties because of pollution earlier 
this year, has been running full page 
ads in local newspapers as well as 
national magazines to tell what it is 
doing to clean up the air 
Quebedeaux centered his fire on 
George Hansen, newly-appointed vice 
president 
of 
Armeo's 
Western 
Division, with headquarters here. 
“ Mr. Hansen makes no mention of 
the fact in the advertisements that 
Armco 
is a 
majoi 
discharge 
of 
manganese, lead and othei 
heavy 
metals into the air of Harris County 
and has been since 1941,” Quebedeaux 
charged. 
Hansen said if such heavy metals 
are being discharged they are coming 
from the steel mills’ electric furnaces 
here and he announced Thursday that 
an experimental giant hood is now in 
place over one furnace to catch the 
emissions. 
Quebedeaux charged that Armco, 
along with 53 other industries on tl e 
Houston Ship Channel here, had been 
sued by the county in 1955 and agreed 
to clean up then, but did nothing until 
Armco was put undei a stiff federal 
court order in 1971.

Tap es Accord Set 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon has reluctantly yielded ground 
in his historic battle to withhold the 
Watergate tapes but not enough to 
avoid a head-on collision with special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
In a statement issued at the White 
House Friday night, Nixon said he had 
agreed to let Sen. John C. Stennis, D- 
Miss., listen to the tapes to verify the 
accuracy of a presidential summary of 
their contents. 
Nixon said he personally would 
prepare the summary and it would be 
given to U.S. District Court Judge John 
J. Sirica, who ordered the President 
last Aug. 29, to give him the nine tapes 
subpoenaed by Cox, and to the Senate 
Watergate committee. 
Nixon said he would not ask the 
Supreme Court to review a Court of 
Appeals decision upholding Sirica’s 
order and he directed Cox to halt ef­ 
forts to enforce his subpoena. 
Cox issued a statement saying that if 
he complied with the President’s in­ 
structions it ‘‘would violate my solemn 
pledge to the Senate and the country...I 
shall not violate my promise.”

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) - The 
Watergate investigation has led to a 
charge that Minneapolis soybean 
magnate Dwayne O. Andreas made an 
illegal $100,000 contribution to the 1968 
presidential campaign of Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey. 
Filed in U.S. District Court in 
Minneapolis on Friday, and announced 
by the special Watergate prosecutor’s 
office, the charges allege 
that 
Andreas, 55, and First Interoceanic 
Corp., now known as Independent 
Bancorporation, violated federal 
campaign laws with the alleged 
contribution. 
Special prosecutor Archibald Cox 
charged in an eight-count criminal 
information that between Oct. 14 and 
Oct. 21,1968, the corporation, of which 
Andreas is board chairman, con­ 
tributed $25,000 to Illinois Citizens for 
Humphrey and Muskie. Sen. Edmund 
Muskie, D-Maine, was Humphrey’s 
runningmate on the 1968 Democratic 
presidential ticket. 
Cox also charged that $25,000 was 
contributed to the Illinois for Hum­ 
phrey for President Club; another 
$25,000 went to Illinois Salute to 
Humphrey; and a fourth $25,000 
contribution was donated to Illinois 
Friends of Humphrey. 
Andreas, charged with consenting to 
the donation of the illegal corporate 
contributions, is to appear before U.S. 
District Judge Earl I-arson in in 
Minneapolis on Nov. 5. 
N ixon Seeks 
M id east Cash 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
President 
Nixon has asked Congress to authorize 
$2.2 billion in emergency military aid 
to Israel to maintain the military 
balance in the Middle East. 
Initial congressional reaction was 
largely favorable to the request but 
congressmen were silent on a com­ 
panion request for an additional $200 
million for Cambodia. 
hi a special message to Congress, 
President Nixon said Friday that U.S. 
arms shipment to Israel “ is necessary 
to prevent the emergence of a sub 
stantial imbalance resulting from a 
large-scale resupply of Syria and 
Egypt by the Soviet Union." 
Nixon said the U.S. government has 
committed materiel costing $825 
million, including transportation, to 
replace heavy Israeli combat losses 
and “ to maintain a balance of forces 
and thus achieve stability.” 
The United States is making every 
effort to promote a settlement of the 
Middle East conflict, but “ prudent 
planning also requires us to prepare 
for a longer struggle.” 
As to Cambodia, Nixon asked 
Congress to add $200 million to his 
original budget request for $180 million 
in military assistance. 
The Senate cut the $180 million 
request to $150 million in a foreign aid 
bill now pending in a House-Senate 
conference committee. 
Nixon said government forces are 
using up ammunition at nearly $1 
million a day and that failure to 
provide ammunition and military 
supplies “ would deny the Cambodian 
armed forces the ability to defend 
themselves and their country,”

It was understood that the President, 
who pointedly referred to (‘ox as “ an 
employe of the executive branch,” was 
ready to fire the prosecutor if he 
continued to press his court battle. 


The President said he had the 
support of Sens. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C , 
and Howard H. Baker, R-Tenn., the 
senior 
members of the 
Senate 
Watergate committee for his decision 
to let Stennis listen to the tapes. 
But a key figure in the proposed 
compromise was Sirica and he 
remained silent. 
It was understood he had not been 
consulted by the President before the 
White House statement was issued 
Nixon remained under court order to 
surrender the tapes to Sirica and it 
would be up to the judge to say if he 
were willing to accept a summary in 
place of the tapes themselves. 
Nixon said he has “ the utmost 
confidence” in Sirica’s “ discretion and 
integrity.” But, he said, “ to allow the 


tapes to be heard by one judge would 
create a precedent that would be 
available to 400 district judges.” 


The President said he had agreed to 
prepare the summary "with greatest 
reluctance” and he emphasized that he 
was making it available to Sirica and 
the committee voluntarily rather than 
in compliance with the court order. 


Repeating an argument he has used 
throughout the long dispute, Nixon 
said that to obey the court order 
“ would create a precedent that 
presidents are required to submit to 
judicial demands that purport to over­ 
rule presidential determinations on 
requirements for confidentiality.” 
James S. Doyle, spokesman for Cox, 
hinted later that Cox might be willing 
to accept some form of compromise. 
He said Cox “ didn’t reject any 
proposal ...We didn't buy anything but 
we never said that's completely 
unacceptable." 
Doyle said Atty. Gen. Elliot L. 
Richardson gave (’ox the general 
outlines of the White House plan in a 
telephone conversation 90 minutes 
before the presidential statement. 
Kissing er Flies 
To Soviet Union 
For Peace Talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Secretary ot 
State Henry A. Kissinger, the past 
master of mystery missions, was on 
his way to Moscow today on orders 
from 
President 
Nixon 
to discuss 
“ means to end hostilities in the Middle 
East" with Soviet leaders. 
The White House said Kissinger was 
sent to the Soviet capital at the request 
of Usmid I. Brezhnev, the Soviet 
Communist party leader. Flying with 
him were Anatoly F. Dobrynin, the 
Soviet 
ambassador, 
and 
nine 
American officials. 
The trip evidently was touched off by 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin’s four-day 
visit to Cairo for talks with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. Kissinger is 
known to believe that the Kosygin call 
had advanced prospects for an end to 
the fighting between Israel and Egypt 
and Syria. 
The attitude Israel takes could be 
decisive to any hopes for a negotiated 
settlement, even if Washington and 
Moscow reach a consensus on a cease­ 
fire proposal. With its forces ad­ 
vancing on the Egyptian front the 
Israeli government may resist an 
early halt to the fighting. 
“ No one has put a peace proposal to 
us yet,” said Israeli sources here 
Friday. Abba Eban, Israel’s foreign 
minister, was called home for con­ 
sultation. 


Kissinger took off on the surprise 
trip at 1:50 a.m. (El)T). He was due in 
Moscow at about 8 p.m. (1 p.m. EDT). 


The secretary of state had attended 
until close to midnight a dinner given 
for him by Huang Chen, head of the 
Chinese liaison office, as a sendoff for 
a sixth visit to Peking. Kissinger did 
not tip his hand publicly. He even 
paused to sign an autograph for an 
admirer before stepping into his black 
limousine. 


Before leaving the hotel he briefed 
Vice President-designate Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan, Sentate Democratic 
I-eader Mike Mansfield and House 
Speaker < arl Albert in a banquet office 
sealed off by four stocky Secret Ser­ 
vice men. 


Kissingei had been scheduled to take 
off for the Far East oil Monday, 
stopping en route in Tokyo for talks 
with Japanese leaders about their 
country’s role in a prospective new 
relationship between the United States 
and western Europe. 


White House sources said he would 
be in Moscow “ a matter of days.” 
They indicated that he would return to 
Washington in time to depart for China 
in midweek. Kissinger plans to stop in 
Japan at the end of the month on the 
way home.

Reaction Mixed

Most of us do not have adequate 
storage space for garden tools, other 
maintenance 
equipment 
and 
materials. The wall in the garage is the 
usual spot for tools and fertilizers, 
chemicals and other materials line the 
walking space near the walls. At best, 
we find our garage cluttered. 
Garden work centers are much 
better and more convenient. A work 
center and equipment storage shelter 
can be built into an existing privacy 
fence or screen. Such a structure will 
save space and, when built of the same 
building materials as the fence, it 
becomes a subtle extension of the 
fence. 
Adequate and well-located exterior 
electrical outlets and hose bibs are 
time and labor savers, too. The ad­ 
ditional cost of more convenient hose 
bibs eliminates the constant dragging 
of hoses to irrigate the garden and 
lawn. 
Perhaps you would like to install an 
underground sprinkler system. The 


cost of an irrigation system, using the 
new durable plastic pipe, is within the 
reach of most home owners today. A 
well-designed system can pay for itself 
in 2 to 3 years in effort and time saved 
moving hoses and sprinklers around to 
irrigate lawns, shrubs, vegetable 
gardens and flower beds. 


The indoor gardener can find a host 
of plants that will grow indoors the 
year around, or he can select those 
that spend the winter in the house and 
vacation in the flower beds during the 
summer.

Pork This Fall 
Should Mother Coverup?

Agricult ure 
High pork prices have not produced 
any large increase in the number of 
hogs on farms in the 14 major hog 
producing states. 
I ¿ 1st summer's ceiling prices on 
pork and high feed costs have ap­ 
parently dampened producer interest 
in increasing the hog numbers, with no 
large increase expected until late 1974 
or early 1975, according to Herbert 
Hadley, Extension Economist at The 
Ohio State University. 
Tiie expected 
increase 
in 
pork 
supplies did not materialize as the hog- 
corn ratio varied from very good in 
mid-March to unfavorable in early 
June, bringing on the sale of “ piggy 
sows.” 
Feeder pigs in the 120 to 180 pound 
weight range numbered 9,115.0(H) head 
on September 1, 1973, in the 14 major 
hog producing states. They will be 
marketed in October and November. 
Coming to market in November- 
January will be 11,763,000 hogs that 
weighed 60 to 90 pounds on September 


Pigs under 60 pounds numbered 
17,865,0(H) and will come to market 
December through January. 
Hie number of pigs under 60 pounds 
was up 12 percent from last year. The 
60 to 119 pound group saw a 3 percent 
decrease while the number of pigs 
weighing 120 to 179 pounds increased 
by 5 percent. 
According to Hadley, marketings for 
the last quarter of 1973 should be 
slightly up from last year but not as 
high 
as 
the 
usual 
heavy 
fall 
marketings. Marketings for the first 
quarter of 1974 will be less than last 
year but may be up from this year with 
a 1 percent increase expected in the 
number of sows bred to farrow in 
I )eeember-February. 
A strong demand for pork can be 
expected for the remainder of 1973. 
Increasing supplies of beef, turkey and 
poultry will probably mean lower pork 
prices for fall than summer, but live 
hog prices should average near $40. 
Hog prices should be favorable 
throuuh most of 1974. averaging $38 to 
$40. Hog-corn ratios should be more 
favorable in 1974, resulting in a slight 
increase in nog numbers by the second 
half of the year, Hadley predicts.

I.ast summer’s ceiling prices on 
pork and high feed costs have ap­ 
parently dampened producer interest 
rn increasing the hog numbers, w ith no 
large increase expected until late 1974 
or early 1975, according to Herbert 
Hadley, Extension Economist at The 
Ohio State University.

supplies did not materialize as the hog- 
corn ratio varied from very good in 
mid-March to unfavorable in early 
June, bringing on the sale of “ piggy 
sows.” 
Feeder pigs in the 120 to 180 pound 
weight range numbered 9,115,000 head 
on September I, 1973, in the 14 major 
hog producing states. They will be 
marketed in October and November. 
Coming to market in November- 
January will be 11,763,000 hogs that 
weighed 60 to % pounds on September 
I. 
Pigs under 60 pounds numbered 
17,865,000 and will come to market 
December through January. 
The number of pigs under 60 pounds 
was up 12 percent from last year. The 
60 to 119 pound group saw a 3 percent 
decrease while the number of pigs 
weighing 120 to 179 pounds increased 
by 5 percent. 
According to Hadley, marketings for 
the last quarter of 1973 should be 
slightly up from last year hut not as

marketings. Marketings for the first 
quarter of 1974 will tx* less than last 
year but may tx* up from this year with 
a I percent increase expected in the 
number of sows bred to farrow in 
I X’cember-Fcbruary.

tool of the prosecution” in a debate 
before a national conference of 
municipal court judges and adminis­ 
trators here. 
But Stark County Prosecutor David 
I). Dowd Jr. responded to the criticism 
by calling the grand jury a "buffer 
between the 
accused citizen 
and 
government." 
About 130 chief judges and ad­ 
ministrators 
are 
attending 
the 
National Conference of Metropolitan 
Courts here tins week. 
Cleveland lawyer James R. Willis, 
president-elect 
of 
the 
National 
Association of Criminal Defense 
lawyers, argued against the grand 
juries in the debate Thursday. 
"In theory, at least, it was assumed 
the grand jury would be neutral 
because unlike the prosecutor it had no 
elections to win and could undertake 
its task without bias or self-interest,” 
Willis said. 
He suggested replacing the grand 
juries with "a system under which the 
prosecutor is required to institute all 
criminal proceedings. Granted this is 
the way it is anyway, but here the 
prosecutor's responsibilities would be 
clearer.” 
Dowd said the grand jury was 
"invaluable as an investigative in­ 
strument to delve into the complex 
problems of crime and corruption.” 
And he said the grand juries "screen 
out tfie bad cases...and any prosecutor 
worth his salt will use the grand jury 
as a screening process so that if there 
isn t a case, our resources aren’t 
exhausted on matters that don’t merit 
prosecution.”

NEW YORK (AP) 
As economic 
forecasters gradually’ reach a con­ 
sensus that the boom of the past two 
years is about to become an echo, mil­ 
lions of Americans are inclined to ask: 
What boom? 
For them, the boom was more like 
the distant thunder of an event that 
might have occurred somewhere, but 
certainly not in their households. 
Somebody might have benefited, but 
they didn’t. 
Many, in fact, can offer proof that 
their paychecks, raises included, buy 
less today than a year ago. And in 
confirmation, 
a 
University 
of 
Michigan consumer survey, not in­ 
clined to hyperbole, announced this 
week: 
"Never before in the 25 years the 
Michigan surveys have been con­ 
ducted has consumer pessimism been 
so widespread.” 
You can measure the boom in a 
surge of corporate profits and farm 
income, and in healthy advances of 
industrial output, but you cannot 
identify it in stock prices, paychecks, 
food and, now, in housing. 
In short, the boom was a bust for 
many categories of Americans and 
they feel, quite literally, shortchanged. 
There is enormous disillusionment 
with federal policy. 
Tile Michigan survey, shows, for 
example, that 66 per cent of respon­ 
dents said they believed Phase 4 
controls would be ineffective in 
slowing inflation. Only 6 per cent were 
convinced. 
It isn’t hard to understand why, with 
food prices soaring — at wholesale, 
they are 39 per cent higher than a year 
ago — and the prices of houses either 
too high for purchase or too expensive 
to finance. 
The reality of housing is a dismal 
one. Time after time Americans have 
foynij their ni»r.s to buv ruined by 
market conditions. On average, every 
three years or so the housing market 
goes into a tailspin. 
The reason is never, pure and 
simple, a lack of demand for good 
housing. It is a money matter. Wishes 
to the contrary, the 
American 
economy operates in cycles of ex- 
pansion-recession. 
That 
is, every 
few 
years 
the 
economy tends to flirt with inflation 
and high interest rates. /Mid when 
interest rates rise you may bt* certain 
that housing money will decline. It is 
lent out elsewhere at higher returns. 
One housing solution, or expedient, 
is to buy mobile homes. Ten years ago 
almost nobody, including manufac­ 


turers, thought the sale of mobiles 
would exceed 500,000 a year. But they 
have, for several years now. 
Sales this year rose IO per cent 
through the first eight months of the 
year, to 420,770 units from 383,650 a 
year earlier. And if experience is a cri­ 
terion, the tougher it gets to buy a 
conventional home, the better for 
mobiles. 
While prices of these and other goods 
and services were rising, wages were 
rising too. But in terms of buying 
power they were declining. Profits 
were rising too, but the buying power 
of corporate shares wasn’t. 
Why didn t the stock market boom 
along with profits or, as would be more 
logical, in advance of them? Why, for 
example, were automotive 
shares 
stuck in a rut when profits were at all- 
time highs? 
If you have the answer you can hire 
yourself out as a consultant. No one 
reason explains all. The auto com­ 
panies 
were 
faced 
with 
many 
technological demands; the stock 
market was in a stage of reconstruc­ 
tion, high interest rates drew money 
from stocks. Those are three. 
In search of the reasons you’ll 
almost certainly stumble over that old 
grey shadow — the mood, the same 
mood that troubled consumers in the 
Michigan survey. 
Even if struck by the boom, it seems 
many Americans just weren’t in the 
mood to revel. ’There were too many 
distractions and disappointments, and 
so the mood 
was 
one 
usually 
associated with recessions. 
And now, a tired economy might 
match the mood.

Edna 
Picklesimer, mother of a ten-year-old 
boy and 12-year-old girl, was charged 
with contributing to the neglect of her 
children. Mrs. Picklesimer was fined 
$300 with $200 suspended, placed on 
probation for three years and had a 
three month sentence in the Pickaway 
County Jail suspended. 
Thirteen cases were terminated with 
the Pickaway County Children Ser­ 
vices for reasons of youths no longer 
being minors or having permanent 
residences.
